The Brandon Board of ‘Trade held a meeting 
on Friday, but bevond selecting a comnnittee 
to correspond with Mr. Van Hore and ascer- 
tain what is likely to be done with the Bran- 
don and Plum Creck Railway Tittle was 


accomplished. The advinabilty of adopting 


measures to prevent the slaughtering of ce-tain 
lines of merchandise was considered, but as 
might have been expected, nothing was ac. 
complished. As some merchants buy certain 
lots of goods cheaper than others do, and as 
others again may be too heavily stocked with 
certain lines at times and anxious to unload, 
it is quite readily seen, uniformity in retail 
cannot readily be secured. We believe, how- 
ever, for the benefit of the entire commercial 
community, changes ought to be made in the 
laws governing insolvent and other commercial 
rules. ‘That there have been honest failures in 
ali ages, and that they will recur for alltime 
will not be disputed, but that dishonest ones 
are parallel with them is alsoa fact patent to 
the world. Commercial laws should then 
discriminate between them and prevent. the 
latter as far as possible. [tis a case of hard- 
sbip to see one house ina town paying 100 
cents on the dollar vear in and year out and 
one next door compromising almost annually, 
and making money out ofevery tumble as is 
frequently the case; and the wholesale houses 
and the laws of the land are to a great extent 
responsible for this. If the laws compelled all 
dealers to make statements of their means, on 
going into busines-, with heavy penalties fo: 
misrepresentations, and to keep such a set ot 
boeks as would show their entire transactions 
year in and year out, creditors could then sv 
the wherezbouts of the effects of insolvents ; 
and if compromises or discharges for the dis- 
honest were impossible, a basis fo? a healthier 
state of aflairs would soon be arrived at. As 
matters Stand, compromises and discharges 
are tooeasily obtained. All that a debtor has 
to do, with commercial feelings as they are, is 
to show his crediters he has assets tofenable him 
to pay a certain percentage on the dollar, and 
that he is in @ positionte give good security 
or cash (often made out of the business before 
vailures) for that, and 2 compromise is effected. 
It is not enough that a debtor should be able 
to show but partial assets for his liabilities, he
